Notwithstanding Admiral Rous' "a- 
pologia roosteriana" the police con- 
tinue everywhere to "run iu" cock- 
fighters wherever they can catch them.

The last bet he hud 
upon this bird ho lost, which so en- 
raged him that he had the bird tied Lo 
spit, and roasted alive before a large 
fire. The screams of the miser- 
able bird were so affecting that some 
gentlemen who were present attempt- 
ed to interfere, which so enraged Mr. 
Ardesoif that ho seized a poker and, 
with the most furious vehemence, de- 
plored that he would kill the first man 
who interfered; but in tho midst of 
his passionate asseverations he fell 
down doad on the spot. Such, we are 
assured, was the end of a gentleman 
who was very fond of cock-fighting. 
Is Admiral Rous aware that cocking 
was prohibited in 3'.) Edward 111., also 
in the reign of Henry VIII., A. D.

THE BAKER ' ASF.. 

I am told that very great influence 
is brought to hear in order to hinder 
the Baker cise from going into Court. 
Both Col. Baker and his brother, Sir 
Samuel, who has become bail for him, 
are persons with good social stand- 
ing, and it would be regarded as a 
scandal by society if a Colonel of the 
Princes' own Regiment was sent to 
gaol for a criminal assault: on the 
other hand the case is not one which 
can be settled by money.

Some of tho 
icebergs are grounded in water that 
is one hundred fathoms deep showing 
how far they extend beneath the sur- 
face. Those that have grounded will 
probably remain stationary all sum- 
mer, while those afloat will pass out 
into mid-ocean. Mariners fear the 
Btnall icebergs that are only a few foot 
above aud many below tho surface 
inoio than those of huge proportions 
which can be easily discovered. — 'Bal- 
timore Sun.'

Running a Newspaper. 

By some unaccountable misappre- 
hension of facts, there js a largo class 
of people in the world who think that 
it costs little or nothing to run a news- 
paper, and if they buy a copy from a 
newsboy,- when toe far from the oftieo 
to .como and bog one, they are regular 
patrons and are entitled to- unlimited 
favors, Men call every day at news- 
paper officea'to get ft cfopy of the daily 
paper, just from the press, for nothing, 
who would never dream of begging u 
pocket handkerchief from a dry goods 
store, or a piece of candy from a con- 
fectioner, even upon the plea of old 
acquaintance, having bought some- 
thing once before. One paper is not 
much, remarks the Memphis "Ava- 
lanche," but a hundred n day amounts 
to something in the course of time. 
Butthisis a small dram compared 
with the free advoi Using a newspaper 
is expected to do. Some men who 
have paid two dollars at an early period 
of life for an advertisement worth, four 
or five, appear to think they are stock- 
holders in tho establishment for eter- 
nity. They demand the publication 
of all marriage and funeral notices, 
obituaries and family episodes, for 
the next forty years, gratia. Speak of 
pay and they grow indignant. "Don't. 
[ patronize your paper?" "Yes; but 
you receive the worth id your money 
for what you pay." "But," says the 
patron, "it will not cost you anything 
to put this in," which is just as ridi- 
culous as to ask a man to grind your 
axe on his grindstone, and graciously 
tell him it won't cost him a cent. It 
takes money to run a newspaper as 
well as any other business; no paper 
will succeed financially that carries on' 
a dead-head system. Any mention of 
tho people's affairs that they are 'anxi- 
ous to see in print is worth paying for, 
and when printed is generally worth 
as much as any other investment of tho 
same amount. 

Tho newspaper busines is very ex- 
acting on all connected with it, and 
the pay is comparatively small; tho 
proprietors risk more money for small- 
er profits, and the editors and report- 
ers and printers work harder and 
cheaper than the same number of men 
in any other profession requiring the 
given amount of intelligence, training 
and drudgery. The life has its charms 
and pleasant associations, scarcely 
known to the outside world: but it has 
its earnest work and hours of exhaus- 
tions, which also are not known to 
those who think the business all'fun. 
The idea that 'newspaperdom is a 
charmed circle, where the favored 
members live a life of easa and free 
from care, and go to the circus -at 
night on a free ticket, and to the 
Springs on a free pass in the Summer, 
is an idea which we desire to explode 
practically and theoretically. Business 
is business, and the journal that suc- 
ceeds is the one that is run on a 
square business footing, tho same as 
banking or building bridges, keeping 
a hotel or running a livery stable.

The honorable gen- 
tleman seems to have delivored him- 
Belf of a characteristic speech— self- 
laudatory, and v-e-r-y canny, inns- 
much as he endeavored to avoid all 
reference to the side towards which be 
■was understood to lean in the House. 
The electors, however, did not appear 
inclined to let Mr. Smith off in that 
■way, and one of the audience asked 
him whether he would support or op- 

Sose the Government if returned ? 
[r. Smith replied in effect that he 
would be perfectly independout. Now, 
anyone who has watched Mr. Smith's 
course in the House must have sum 
plainly enough thai inmti m»ks< k is 
not one of Ins virt ues. Lt is t . ue ho 
always made a great bluster against 
Government measures outside of the 
House; hut for talking on one side 
and voting on the other wo don't be- 
lieve that "bob" has Ins match on the 
Coast. It used to be remarked of him 
that he was like the mouth of March 
— he "came into the Hous" like a lion 
and went out like a lamb." The louder 
he roared against the Government the 
more decided would be his "aye" in 
its support when it enme to a vote. 
Well, the upshot of the meeting was 
that those present unanimously thimL 
ed Smith for tie-

been "no alteration" as gospel when "he 
who runs" knew there had been an entire 
alteration, his reception nt the Nicola 
Valley meeting has probably given him 
to understand. While on the one hand 
we find Mr. Mara, who had protested and 
voted against the ignoring of the voico 
of the people in the ratification of the 
now treaty, who had voted against the 
Voters' Bill, who had voted for a motion 
which meant a want of confidence in the 
Ministry, who had earned the reputation 
of boine; a thoroughly Independent mem 
bor of a tfonso in which, alas! iudapen- 
l denoe was a very scarce commodity — 
1 and who is a member of another const i - 
I tuency, unanimously endorsed by the 
people of Mr. Seinlin's district, on tho 
other hand wo find tho very existence of 
Mr. Semlin ignored by his own constitu- 
ents, and he and the Government to 
which ho gave a slavish support dononno- 
etl by implication in tho very resolution 
that ondorsed Mr. Mara. Uould there bu 
a more complete, thorough, overwhelm- 
ing expression of popular distrust of a 
member and a Govern snon t than that con- 
voyed by tho report of tho lust Nicola 
Valley meeting? Could there ho a more 
convincing proof of tho unpopularity of 
the Government every where— on Island 
or Mainland — than ia conveyed in the 
remarks of speakers and tho resolutions 
paused at publin meetings held within 
the past two months at Saanicb, Lang- 
ley, ( 'hilliwhack, Ktimas, Nicola and 
olsewhero?. Except in a eery few locali- 
ties where thepeojdo have been thorough- 
ly saturated with "pap" in tho shape, of 
reads to their doors, while the main 
trunk roads lmvo been suffered to fall 
into decay — the popular verdict is unani- 
mously against tho Ministry. Indeed, 
there are not wanting many who affirm 
I heir belief that the Walkem Govern- 
ment is as good as dead, and who ex- 
pressed the fear that at the rate its ad 
herents are deserting it the mourn- 
ers will lie too few to bury the offensive 
thing out of sight.

Xi.w York, July 27. — A correspond- 
ent (it Geneva gives nu account this 
morning of ;i terrible storm which 
broke over that city at midnight, Wed- 
nesday, the 7th inst. About 8 p. in. 
:i few drops of rain began, to fall, at 
the same time the circumference of the 
horizon was fitfully illuminated by 
dashes of sheet lightning, but no thun- 
der, except oneo during the entire 
night. Tho lightning gradually in- 
creased in intensity, until it became 
continuous, and the entire atmosphere 
seemed in flames. All this timo there 
was not the slightest movement of air 
in the streets, but small objects lying 
on roofs of bosses were caught up and 
whirled around as if by a cyclone 
still there was no movement of air in 
the streets below. At midnight the 
tempest came, mainly from the Jura 
range and from the southwest, travel- 
ing toward Lake Leman. As it near- 
ed the lake it seemed spread out in 
fanlike form, with front sufficiently 
wide to embrace tho entirjj city. It 
did not last 'much longer than ten 
minutes; at the end of it Geneva was 
wrecked as no army of besiegers could 
have wrecked it in the same space of 
time. Tho storm came in the shape 
of an almost compact mass of sheet 
ice, driven horizontally before the 
blast. Hvery gaslight in the 
streets, save here and there 
one spared by reason of n pro- 
tectiug roof, was smashed to 
atoms and extinguished, but the cits was 
not in darkness, for the mass of coagulat- 
ed hail reflected the blue light of light- 
ning in a ghastly and ominous manner; 
windows of manufactories and residences 
were forced from their fastenings, bo- 
si. les having all the glass shivered ; bed- 
rooms, and saloons thrown open to the 
storm, half filled with raass03 of ice, be- 
yond tho immediate power of the inhabit- 
ants to remove; stones or ice fragments 
compacted themselves together into solid 
masses as soon as they fell into the su- 
burbs 01 the city. The tiles of many 
houses were ab-olutely beaten to powder, 
stout partitions oi wOxlen plank uero 
pierced by holes such as might have been 
made bj muskel balls ; three persons were 
killed by the fall of » farm house in the 
irnmed ato vicinity of the city ; vast quan- 
tities of small birds have b ■en picked up, 
k:!!<H hy tbo str-m, p.".'

Europe. 

Vienna, July 28. — Tho 'Press' re :

Fifty mills have been closed in Ash- 
ton and 8,000 operatives thrown out 
of employment. 

Thirty-one mills are closed at Dun- 
dee, and 12,000 persons thrown out of 
employment. Loth employers and 
operatives are nsolved not to yield, 
if the Oldham strikes extend to all the 
mills in that district, Ml), 000 persons 
will be out of employment. 

Tho trial of Alexander Collie & Co., 
charged with obtaining money under 
false pretences, began at Guildhall 
this morning, and reached no conclu- 
sion to-day. The proceeding was ad- 
journed a week. 

Glasgow, July 28,-Grantss cotton mills 
are destroyed by lire. Several girls and 
two firemen wero severely burnod. Three 
hundred employes effected their escape 
with difficulty. Loss, i!. r )00,000. 

Versailles, July '27. — The assembly 
to-day, by a large majority, decided to 
pass to a third reading tho bill organizing 
t lie senate, the final debate on which is 
tixed for Monday next.

London, July 28.— A dispatch from 
Paris says tho failure of Duncan Sher- 
man & Co. spread consternation among 
Americans in that city. The Rothschilds 
gave notioo early that they could not 
honor drafts of tho firm. They even at- 
tempted to recover moneys which wore 
paid to-day at thoir house before they 
were aware of tho failure. Their agent 
took a gentleman who refused to refund 
before Minister Washburne, who sup- 
ported the latter in his refusal. The 
feeding among Americans is very bitter. 

In tho House of Commons this afror- 
noon Sir Clias. Adderly, president of the 
board of trade, introduced a bill to fur- 
ther empower tho board of trade to pro- 
vent unseaworthy vessels from sniling. 
In presenting this measuro ho stated that 
Plinisoll's bill was not acceptable to the 
government because it was based on 
wrong principles, [Hero he was inter- 
rupted by cries of '-No." J Continuing his 
remarks, he said tho bill was also objec- 
tionable, bocauso besides punishing of- 
fenders, it actually takes upon itself the 
conduct of the marine service. Tho act 
of 1872 already empowers the government 
to stop unseaworthy ships. Since then 
958 vessels had boon stopped , of which 
bib were found to be unseaworthy. The 
present bill was intended to strengthen 
and make facilities more rapid, aud direct 
action and empower a sufficient number 
of officers tc effectually detain unseawor- 
thy ships. It also allows a fourth part 
of the crew to demand a survey. Finally, 
it was merely an earnest of fuller legisla- 
tion to bo hud noxt session

London. July 29. — Tho Lord Mayor in 
proposing a toast to tho municipalities of 
Europe and America, announced that ho 
had recoivod a telegram from tho Mayor 
of Philadelphia sending greeting and 
regretting his absence ami inviting all to 
attend the centennial celebration next 
year in Philadelphia.

All present ex- 
pressed gratification ut tho oordial re- 
ception aud brilliancy of the entertain- 
ment. In addition to tho municipal 
guests there were present foreign minis- 
ters, residonts in London, members of 
parliament for the oity and home oounties, 
and others. 

Bell, liberal, has been elected to par- 
liament from Hartlopool.by 44.8 majority, 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by the 
resignation of Thos.

Vienna, July 29. — The Presse says tho 
Prince Bishop of Brenlau, Monseigneur 
Foerster, in his dual capaoity as German 
and Austrian bishop, is dealing between 
the Vatioan and Prussia through the 
papal nunoio at Vienna. It iB stated that 
the nuncio himself is now in oommunioa- 
tion with tho Prussian embassy at Vien- 
na. 

New York, July 28. -The Dally Bulle- 
tin is publishing full details of the con- 
dition of the weather and crops in Eu- 
rope. Tno main weight of the injury to 
wheat has fallen on Frauce, but even 
there tho injury is not so decisive that it 
might not bo remedied by subsequent 
tine weather. In Germany the weather 
is fair. The average in Hungary is un- 
favorable. Iroland has suffered from too 
much wet. Paris papers give the follow- 
ing account of tho weather and crops: 
Harvest, operations will now be delayed, 
and the yield be materially less than last 
year. The quality of the wheat has al- 
ready giveu rite to general complaints. 
Rust has made its appearance almost all 
through tho country in the West. Cen- 
tral departments complain that the 
sprouting which is plainly manifest in 
the south threatens extension into the 
central and western provinces. The wea- 
ther has been most deplorable. A copious 
aud continual downpour of rain has pre- I 
vented the commencement of harvest, 
which works great uneasiness among tho 
farmers. The weather, coupled with an 
active demand from the south of France, 
has led to an advance in wheat in France 
of ft centimes per cental, or from .'.ft to 1ft \ 
per quarter. There is an equal rise in | 
value of flour. The wheat crop has jet 
suffered but little from rain, if line wea- 
ther comes soon the present anxiety will 
speedily be dispelled.

Canada and the United 

States 

(From tho Chicago Tribune ) 

It cannot bo denied that the London 
"Standard" reflects 11 very largo and 
important sentiment in England. It 
is tho organ oi the dominant 'Jury 
party, with a circulation of 110,000 
subscribers. It has twice as many 
BiibacriherB. though not readers, us 
tho London "Time.,." It preaches 
tho political gospel for tho party that 
controls the British Government tit 
the present time. Its utterances may 
not, thorefore, be dismissed as the ex- 
pression of mere personal and petty 
spite. Yet the attitude which it as- 
sumes towards the United States is 
not any tho loss puerile and impotent 
on this 'account. Jt merolj betrays 
the existence of a dogged and bigoted 
animosity among the Tory classes of 
Groat Britain, which they might have 
abandoned long ago with greater cre- 
dit to thoir intelligence and good na- 
ture. 

Tue"Standard" having exhibited tho 
bad taste of denouncing Ami ricarj in- 
dependence on tho occasion of the 
last Fourth of July celebration by the 
Americana in London, if repeats the 
Qilouco ou the occasion, of a dinner 



given to Lord Dufferin, Governor- 
General of Canada.in an article which 
exhibits both ignorance and venom. 
Ah Lord Dufferin improved tho op- 
portunity to remove from tho English 
mind the impression that tho acquisi- 
tion of Canada is a part of tbe Ameri- 
can policy, the "Standard" bluntly 
and inhospitably doubts his word and 
returns to the charge. It puts forth 
the rather remarkable suggestion that 
tho United States Government is only 
restrained from pouncing upon the 
St. Lawrence territory "by Provi. 
donoe." "Well, it certainly is not 
restrained by any droad of the conse- 
quences from the British Government. 
A Government cannot expect to inspire 
much terror among tho American peo- 
ple whoso leuding journalists confess 
that it couldn't put more than 40,000 
effectives into tho held to defend the 
integrity of Belgium, whose indepen- 
dence it has guaranteed by treaty. If 
England could not have raised its 
hand to protect the neutrality of Bel- 
gium, which it has guaranteed in its 
own interest, it could scarcely have 
done more as against the Ameri- 
can nation, 3,000 miles away, 
across the Atlantic Ocean. It would be 
as easy a matter, certainly, for the 
American Republic, if it felt disposed, 
to seize Canada, as it would be for the 
German Empire to seize Belgium, so 
far as .the opposition of Great Britain 
is concerned. So when tho 'Standard' 
adds that "England would fight for 
Canada as for Kent," it indulges in a 
bit of ridiculous brag, unless, indeed, 
the assertion was meant for sarcasm. 
The Standard might better have abided 
b\ its lirst explanation, viz: that it is 
"Providence" which restrains tho 
pounce of the American eagle, and not 
tho power of Great Britain, 

The simple fact is that the pcoplo 
of the United States are not contem- 
plating the acquisition of Canada by 
force. 

Tho people of tho United Stales 
have not for sixty years taken any 
steps looking to the annexation of the 
Canadas, simply because the Canadi- 
ans themselves have not given evi- 
dence of any disposition to become a 
part of the Republic. The samo 
reason will continue to deter tho 
American people so long as it exists, 
since this nation has no need of new 
territory, and no desire to introduce 
any outside dissatisfied or discordant 
element. This reason is sufficient to 
account for tho United States govern- 
ment holding oil' from Canada, without, 
seeking an irreverent explanation in 
the uncalled-for interposition of Prov- 
idence, or a silly one in the fear of a 
proposed attack of a British army of 
10,000 men. 

Lord Dufferin, however, seemed in- 
clined to gush iu the other extreme 
He protested too much for tho Cana- 
dian devotion Lo tho Mother Country, 
and Canadian indisposition to harbour 
the indentitication with the United 
States. His Lordship's statement that 
a desire to maintain intact their con- 
nection with England is the "prevail- 
ing passion of the Canadians, "is scarce- 
ly sustained by tho recent move- 
ment to establish a Supreme Court of 
last appeal in Canada, and cut off tho 
the judicial intervention of England's 
high authority. It is also antagonized 
by the tendency oi the Canadian peo 
pie to adopt a general policy of "Home 
liule'" nud to build it on the model of 
American institutions. In the forma- 
tion of separate States under the Domin- 
ion, their representations in their Senate, 
the adoption of the American denomina- 
tion for money, a partial imitation of our 
judicial syBteni, and the assimilation of 
manifold characteristics of tho United 
States, the Canadians scarcely bear oui 
Lord Dufferin's assertion that the fate of 
Canada is "unalterably fixed" us a uart 
and parcel of the British Empire. 

There are two or three other oonsidera 
tions which are entirely rverlooked in 
the view which Lord Dufferin takes of 
the destiny of Canada. lie ignores the 
Krowth of a native population there. which 
is'gi a luallj alieuatm. Jthe sentiment f the 
people from any necessitous and depen- 
dent connection with a country beyond 
the Atlantic Ocean. It is not safe to pre- 
dict what national disposition may be de- 
veloped in Canada with this now growth 
ol native politicians. Itisalso tolerably 
certain that the time is not far distant 
when reciprocity iu trade will be 1 s'ah- 
lished ou u iirm basis between the L imed 
States and Canada, and this may lead to 
important political changes in the senti- 
ment of the people on both sirV.s the pre- 
sent boundary. The espcrienos of Ce\iL» 
ny sliov* tlis; eommpreial mron i« u.p» to 
usioUowed by political union. The Ger- 
man States began with the Zollvcraiue, 
and ended with ft nation. It is not im- 
possible that present objections on either 
aiilo to the annexation of Canada mny be 
removed in thr. future. Formerly tho 
Canadians opposed annexation on acco.int 
of slavery, aud the questions growing out 
of it. These objections woro removed by 
the war and emancipation, Now their 
chief objections an.' .1 protective tariff and 
a bad currency. These will also bo even- 
tually removed, not for Canada's sake, but 
for our own. Then other objections may 
arise, and again disappear. But it is nei 
ther impossible nor unlikely that a time 
may oome in the near future when the 
preponderance of sentiment in Canada 
may favor a union with tho Unit 'd States, 
and when it does it will probably ln?ot 
with a cordial reception this sido of the 
St. Lawrenoe, and encounter no serious 
obstacles from Great Britain.

Country Life in America. 

rFroin thu N. y. Tiiut-H.J 

Within tho past season, a well- 
known estate on the Upper Hudson, 
beautifully situated and carefully laid 
out, which cost tho owner $100,000, 
was sold for less than tho mortgage 
upon it, or for $30,000. As the trav- 
eller sails up the Hudson beyond 
Newburg he will, within a short dis- 
tance, see three fine properties, ona 
of which belonged to a British em- 
bassador, another to one of our own 
foreign ministers, and the other to an 
equally prominent person, all of which 
are in the market, unsaleable and un- 
rentable, one, indeed, being turned 
into a brick-yard. Passing still fur- 
ther up the stately river, the traveller 
will be pointed to other splendid properties 
belonging to old manorial estates- 
some whose titles oame from the Bri« 
tish Crown, and others vrhoae deeds 
were signed by the Indian chiefg— 
now utterly worthless aa sources ol 
profit, the expenses of keeping them 
up exceeding any rent possible for 
them, and they themselves not Had- 
ing a buyer at the price of the mort- 
gages on them. These plaoes, too, It 
should be remarked, are among the 
finest in tbe Northern States, with 
handsome lawns and gardens, old 
trees and parks, and superb views of 
river aud mountain. The houses them- 
selves are perhaps old, but not uncom- 
fortable, and they are easy of accoaa 
by boat and railroad. Tho same state 
of things prevails further from tho 
river. There is one place in Duchess 
county which is said to have cost 
$250,000,and which could not be rent- 
ed, and probably not sold, for a third 
of its value. 

In the interior of tho State there 
mo numerous other estates in tho 
same plight. In fact, one of tho poor- 
est properties to hold now is a first- 
class villa and grounds more than 60 
miles from New York, or not near any 
large town. Are we, then, becoming 
more indieffrent to rural life 
than our ancestors? There is 
no lack of taste and love tor rural 
pursuits among ourpooplo.Tbe ideal of 
many a hard-working business man iB 
a farm or a villa, with its garden and 
stables, and land on which to plant 
or experiment agriculturally. More- 
over, there are plenty who would glad- 
ly take the position of the country 
gentleman, or live as did our manor 
landlords liftj years ago. The diffi- 
culties, however, in the way of a com- 
fortable country lifo of this kind are 
manifold, and such as finally discour- 
age all concerned. To make country 
life of value, it must bo continued 
through the year. The family must 
be recognized as a fixture; as part and 
parcel of the neighborhood. There 
must be country society ; not merely 
visiting from city friends. But to a 
winter residence in a lonely 'manorial- 
house,' there is tho great obstacle of 
procuring good servants. These aro 
willing enough to spend tho summer 
months there, (provided a Catholic 
Church be near,) but at the first ap- 
proach of autumn frosts, they flit to 
the city. Ther. life is made miserablo 
by the hunt for servants and the dis- 
order resulting from it. 

Then, 111 all our village districts, tho 
roads are execrable and seldom light- 
ed, so that before snow has ccme, or 
early in the spring, traveling is very 
difficult, and paity giving almost im- 
possible. Country houses, too, havo 
not the modern improvements in the 
perfection to which we are accustom- 
ed. Markets aro far away, and 
luxuries not easily obtained. But, 
worst of all, tho villa residents 
miss their concerts and opera, and all 
tbe busy and social life ot the city iu 
winter. There is, in fact, very ii t.e 
social life anywhere iu our country 
districts outside of villages and towns; 
villa owners depend on society from a 
distance. People must now have their 
pleasures and luxuries all the year 
round. They can get them at water- 
ing-places, or within fifty miles of a 
capital, or in a European journey; but 
they cannot in remote "manorial ee- 
tates." Hence they are abandoning 
these and residing nearer large cities, 
or taking their rural pleasures in n 
rougher way.
